MAN EATEN BY WILD BEAST*

The Day Consumed Getting a Jury 


Acceptable to Both Sides- 


Accused Looks Well. 


'OBSESS:. 


I IS CONFIDENT OF ACQUITTAL 


The trial of Charles Dunn for the 


alleged murder of little Alice Coth- 
rell at Wallen last July was- begun 
in the circuit court before Judge Ed- 
ward O'Rourke this morning. 
The 


interest in the case is intense and it 
promises to be a celebrated legal bat- 
tle as well as otherwise a celebrated 
case. 


The work of getting a jury has 


been in progress since 10 o'clock this 
morning, though how near-that oner- 
ous task is finished cannot at the 
hour this is written be stated. 
It is 


believed, however, that at some time 
tomorrow a panel acceptable to both 
sides will have been secured and the 
takiug: of testimony begun. 


There is a special venire of eighty 


talesmen and each gide has twenty 
peremptory challenges. 
It is not at 


nil likely that the venire will be 
nearly exhausted before a jury is se- 
cured. 


SCENES AT THE OPENING. 
An hour before the time set for the 


opening of the Dunn case the specta- 
tors had 'begun to gather in the cir- 
cuit court room, and among tlie 
earlier arrivals were a number of 
ladies. The crowd quickly occupied 
the front seats and later arrivals 
filled the rear of the spacious court 
room. 


Deputy Clerk W. A. Hammond, 


Bailiff Joseph N. Mason, and his as- | 
sistant, John Daily, togetiher with j 
Sheriff Stout, Deputy Sheriff Ryan j 
and other sheriff's officials, were early : 
at their places, 'aud Mr. Daily ushered | 
the crowd to seats. 


Shortly 
after 
9 o'clock Judge 


O'Rourke entered the court room and 
some routine work was quickly dis- 
posed of. The space inside the rail- 
ing was occupied by tho attorneys, 
court ofiloials and newspaper report- 
ers, and there was quite a large at- 
tendance of members of the bar aside 
from, those directly interested in the 
case. 


Attorney Henry Colerick, leading 


counsel for the defense, was among 
the earliest arrivals, and previous to 
the calling of the case he was at work 
going over voluminous documents 
connected with the case. 


As rapidly as the members of the 


special venire arrived they wore 
seated in court room No. 2, -across th j 
south corridor from the circuit -court 
room, until called into court for ex- 
amination. 


The accused man was brought into 


court about 9:40 in cTvarge of Sheriff 
Stout and Deputy Ryan. He entere.1 
at the door beside the judge's seat, 
glanced casually about the court 
room and took a seat beside the at- 
torneys' table, directly facing the 
jury box. There was a buzz of curi- 
ous interest as Dunn came in, but no 
unusual stir. 


Dunii -was attired in ji plain suit 


of dark gray, wore a white shirt, but 
no collar. His gray hair was combed 
neatly back and his face was cleanly 
shaven. Waiting for the calling of 
his case he sat apparently at ease. 
Few people spoke to him, but his air 
was that of a man entirely at ease. 


In answer to a question, Mr. Dunn 


stated that he was feeling.first rate, 
and his months of confinement have 
left little trace save to erase some- 
what the tan which covered his face 
at the time of 'his arrest. 


"I have every confiedence in my ac- 


quittal," said he. "My conscience is 
clear and I have never worried as to 
the outcome of this case. My busi- 
ness affairs, which have suffered, and 
the condition of my wife have bum 
of greatest concern to me." 


Mr. Colericb greeted his client cor- 


dially, and a little later Judge Hench 
and frank Emrick, of the prosecu- 
tion, entered the room. 
Prosecutor 


Emrick soon followed. 


PROCEEDINGS BEGIN. 


Promptly at 10 o'clock Judge 


O'Rourke directed the calling of the 
special venire and Mr. Colerick arose 
and asked that in case any of tho 
special venire failed to appear, an 
attachment should issue for them. 


When the jury box was filled the 
jurors were sworn and then began 
tho examination as to competency to 
serve as jurors. 


Harry Snyder was first examined.

ered whether the witness was a man 
of family; whether 3ie lived with his 
family; whether he had ever taken 
legal advicn from attorneys for prose- 
cution. Mr. Colerick then briefly 
sketched the charges against Dunn 
recited in the indictment, lie asked 
if witness knew anything1 about tlie 
case personally; whether he had at- 
tended the coroner's inquest or pre- 
liminary hearing; wfliat Tort Wajme 
paper he had read; whether from 
what he had read or heard- he had 
formed any opinion as to the guilt or 
innocence of accused; whether the 
fact of an indictment having been 
returned would have any weight in
